Claims 10-38 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Inventions, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse In the reply filed on 
8/10/06. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 2000- 
063513 or EPO 899286 or Jansen et al or Cooper et al; they are of record on 1449. 

JP 2000-063513 discloses vinyl group containing dendrlmer having formula II, 
can be used as a film forming material In coating materials or inks, or as curable rein, 
through adding a crosslinking agent thereto. 

EPO 899286 discloses vinyl group containing dendrlmer and curable 
composition, having formulae^ee page 4, pages 9-10, pages 28-30, page 32, the 
claims) 



Jansen discloses encapsulation of guest molecules into a dendritic box in that at 
least one formula has been disclosed at page 1227. 

Cooper discloses dendrimers, highly branched polymers having at least a 
formula on page 369.

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All of the dendrimers have a molecular structure having a higher atomic density 
in the periphery than in the interior and have bonding residues in the periphery. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 

2000-063513 or EPO 899286 or Jansen et a! or Cooper et al. 

The references disclose dendrimers having the claimed characteristics, as stated 

above. 

The disclosures of the references differ form the instant claims in that they do not 
disclose the claimed formula (i) or (II) with the end of the periphery as aromatic group. 

.However, the references disclose similar formulae and having the claimed 
characteristics in that the end of the claimed periphery does not affect the mechanism to 
fomn the products. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to modify the reactants under conditions form the references within the limitations of 
the instant claims to form similar products having the claimed characteristics in the 
absence of a showing of unexpected results derived from said modification.
